WTe arrived in mid­ 
afternoon with a glorious breeze meeting us 
from the salt water below. There was pleas­ 
ant talk—friendliness that warmed us all. 
But the women kept knitting, knitting— 
knitting. 
Many a thought went through my mind as 
I watched those women knit—most of them 
mothers. They were in the front line of serv­ 
ice— knitting sweaters, breast pads, head 
covers; and other woolen pieces for those w ho 
went away to fight for the homeland, and for 
those who would stay to help protect the 
homeland. 
I thought of that old song of The Three 
Fishers and this line: “For men must work, 
and women must weep.” 
Things are differ­ 
ent now’. Men must fight— while women knit. 
I watched the faces of those women and 
wondered w hat was going though their minds 
as they patiently and gladly went on with 
their knitting while all the rest of us talked. 
I noticed that the son of one of the women 
was in uniform. 
A clean, fine looking chap. 
As the knitting w’ent on in that little cot­ 
tage by the sea, I knew’ that the same thing 
was going on in thousands of other places 
all over Canada and Great Britain, as well 
as in many another country. 
A service of 
love, devotion, and loyalty. 
The significant thing about knitting is 
that with every turn of the needle progress 
is made. The thing to be created keeps get­ 
ting nearer its completion. 
Life, character, thinking—each is a knit­ 
ting process.
